Molotov Spurns Big 
Three Concession 
A BASIC DIVERGENCE 


. , Geneva, Oct. 27. 

The clash‘which every diplomat here feared would arise 
between East and West over the place of German unity in 
settling European peace hit the Big Four conference at its very 
first session today. 


The two sides are now back precisely to the position in 
which the four heads of ‘government found themselves at the 


July ‘summit’ meeting which produced the ‘‘Geneva spirit. 
Mr Vyacheslav Molotov, Soviet Foreign Minister, today unequivocally spurned 
what the West regarded as a concession to his view in offering to discuss German 
reunification amd European security simultaneously. 
The West originally wanted to reunify Germany first. 
But Mr Molotov again insisted that the German problem must be 
to that of o security system. . 
Many observers tonight saw this basic divergence as the rock on which 
the conference will eventually founder in its discussions on major questions. 
Neither West nor Russia ia expected to shift its position.

BULLETS

HERE. are several 
ways of doing the 


T bullet trick, and most 


of them are fatal. The pro- 
cedure itself does not vary 
much. A gun is fired at the 
conjurer who, with a‘quick- 
ness -of the hand that 
deceives the eye, picks the 
bullets out of the air. Some- 
times he catches them with 
his teeth. 

On at least ten recorded 
ocensions something has 
gone fatally wrong. In 1818 
Kia Khan Khruse, an Indfan 
juggler, fell dead on the 
stage in Dublin when the 
marksman, recruited from 
the audience, substituted 
his own pistol for the one 
provided by the manage- 
ment. 

He suspected 
the original weapon 
tampered with. 

Sometimes it Its the 
that ts faked. A Polish magi- 
clan called De Linsky trained 
his assistants to bite the bullets 
out of their cascs before load- 
ng, At a command = per- 
formance before Prince von 
Sehwartzburg-Sonderhausen — in 
1820, ho gave an extra twist tc 
the act by allowing six .of the 
Prinee’s bodyguard to fire thetr 
iquns at the target, which hap- 
pened te be Madame De Linsky. 


False teeth 


Perhaps one of the guardsmen 
failed to understand his: instruc- 
tlons, perhaps he had false 
tecth, perhaps he was just con- 
trary. Madame De Linsky fell 
to the ground crying, “Dear 
husvand—I am shot.” 

If the name of Chung Ling 
Soo Is remembered today, it !s 
not because of the excellence 
amd varicty of his conjuring re- 

, but because he, ton, 
wes looking down the barrel 
when ‘something went wrong 
with the bullet trick. 

It happened at the Wood 
Green Empire on March 23, 
1918. The Chinese magician 
was the {idol of the halls, He 
had been shot at twice nightly 
since 1004. His gimmick was 
‘to catch the bullets on a china 
plate,

The bullets 
which the magician ‘caught’ 
in the china plate had been 
palmed in his hand ofl 
time. 

Mr Churchill discovered that, 
owing to wear and tear over 
the years, screw threads in the 
stec! plug had worn loase, and 
the harmless barrel was harm- 
Jesa no longer. On the fatal 
night, one of Chung Ling Soo's 
assistants pulled the trigger and 
noticed that the recoil was 
stronger than usual. 

THe gorgeously robed magi- 
cian crumpled nnd fell, mortally 

wounded, before the eyes of} a 
wartime Saturday night music- 
hall audience, He had been 
shot through the lung and died 
a few hours later. 

The coroner reconded the 
only possible verdict. William 
E, Robinson died from 
adventure, .

Madrid, ‘Oct, 27. 

The second anniversary of the beginning of 
Spanish-American defence collaboration in 1953 
coincided with United States consideration of 
asking Spain to allow her to have still more bases 
in the Peninsula. 

The new United States Secretary of the Air 


Force, Mr Donald Quarles, came to Spain recently 
to study the problem. 


If it In decided to ask Spain 
for further baees, a» may well 
be the cnse In view of the un- 
settled political conditions In the 
area of United States bases in 
Morocco, Spain {8 likely to sug- 
Hest that more economic help be 
riven her in. return. 

The United Stales»programimne 
of bases has run smoothly here. 
This js partly because, particul- 
arly in Madrid and Central 
Spain, tere is today a stron 
sympathy with America and 
things American, but mainly be- 
cause the United States, drawing 
deeply on her experiences in 
setting up bases in other lands, 
haa avolded many of the mis- 
{akea made elsewhere, Indeed, 
the process of establishing these 
bases In Spain might well be 
called “Operation Discretion.” 


Made It-Clear 


Nevertheless, the Mintster of 
Commerce, Don Manuel Arburua, 
has made It crystal-clear that 
Spain thinks that she should get 
more dolinrs to compensate for 
her collaboration. 

Spain is sitting pretty as far 
us the international situation ts 
concerned, Even Mr Molotov 
recently shook handa warmly 
with «the Now York corres- 
pondent of the Falange organ 
Arriba, ang assured him that 
Soviet Russia would be only too 
pleased to have Spain Join in the 
Soviet-sponsored plan for Euro- 
penn security. 

France is trying very hard to 
get Spain to support her plans 
in Morocco. Spain has not yield- 
ed, Nevertheless she enjoys the 
situation by which, even such 
former resolute opponents of 
General Franco’s Spain as France 
and Soviet Russia, now sct out 
to woo her, 

This docs not mean that there 
is any lkelihood of Spain going” 
off on the arm of Russia or 
France.

Wide Field 

The United States help 
spreads over a wide field rang- 
ing from 11,400 tons of free 
powdered mill for schoolchildren 
to Sabre jets for the Spanish Air 
Force and a blast furnace, dicsel- 
electric railway  cngines, 600 
tractors, and. power plants. 

So far, work {s proceeding on 
three air bases, namely Torrejon 
(Madrid), Sanjurjo (Saragossa 
and Moron (Seville) and con- 
tracts have been allocated to 
start at once on the Rota (Cadiz) 
naval bse and the  485-mile 
pipeline from Cadiz to Saragossa.
